SIGNIFICANT DIVERSION OF ASSETS 

IN DECEMBER OF 2010, THE FOUNDATION DISCOVERED THAT THE FORMER 

BOOKKEEPER HAD EMBEZZLED APPROXIMATELY $114,000 IN CASH FROM THE 

FOUNDATION'S MAIN BANK ACCOUNT FOR THE PERIOD BEGINNING FEBRUARY 2010, 
THROUGH DECEMBER 2010. THE THEFT WAS ACCOMPLISHED BY THE BOOKKEEPER 
DIVERTING INCOMING FUNDS ON A MONTHLY BASIS TO AN OLD BANK ACCOUNT FOR 
THE FOUNDATION (AN ACCOUNT THAT WAS RARELY USED AND THOUGHT TO BE 
DORMANT), OBTAINING AN ATM CARD FOR THE ACCOUNT AND WITHDRAWING FUNDS 
FROM THE OLD ACCOUNT. 



AS SOON AS THE THEFT WAS DETECTED, THE FOUNDATION NOTIFIED THE BANK AND 

FILED A POLICE REPORT. THE BOOKKEEPER WAS SUBSEQUENTLY ARRESTED, 

SENTENCED AND JAILED AND ORDERED TO PAY RESTITUTION TO THE FOUNDATION 
FOR THE EMBEZZLED FUNDS. 



MANAGEMENT HAS STRENGTHENED THE FOUNDATION'S CASH RECEIPT AND CASH 
DISBURSEMENT INTERNAL CONTROLS SINCE THE THEFT. ONE OF THE CONTROLS 
IMPLEMENTED TO ADDRESS THE FRAUD RISK WAS THE HIRING OF AN INDIVIDUAL 
WHO IS AN EXPERT IN QUICKBOOKS TO HANDLE ALL BOOKKEEPING FUNCTIONS FOR 
THE FOUNDATION. IN ADDITION, THE EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT AND THE DIRECTOR 
OF OPERATIONS NOW HAVE THE ABILITY TO REVIEW THE QUICKBOOKS FILES AT 

ANY TIME. ALSO, THE DIRECTOR OF OPERATIONS HAS ISSUED WRITTEN 

DIRECTIVES TO THE EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT REGARDING PROPER HANDLING OF 
CHECKS AND BANK STATEMENTS.
